St. Laurent Rejects Election Bids 


The resignation could not take 
effect at once. The prime minis- 
ter, who has the prerogative of 
nominating new Speakers, was in 
London at the Commonwealth

Mr. St. Laurent, returning to the 
Commons a week later, made the 
bombshell announcement that 
Speaker Beaudoin was willing to 
stay on. He said “‘an overwhelm- 
ing majority’ of members had 
confidence in Mr. Beaudoin.” 

Conservative and CCF parties 
protested but made. no further 
attempt to unseat the Speaker 
Instead they redoubled previous 
demands that Mr. St. Laurent di- 
solve Parliament and call an elec- 
tion.
